In addition, the owner or 
lessee, whoever is in possession, is subject to ticket- 
ing if unlawfully, parked or stored vehicles are permitted 
on the premises by consent of owner or lessee. The City 
shall have the right of entry to said property for the 
purpose of accomplishing said ticketing and removal. 

b) The ground shall be kept free of rubbish and debris, the 
sidewalks shall be kept free of snow, and the grass, 

if any, shall be well kept and cut as necessary so 
as to present a neat and attractive appearance at all 
times. 

c) The owner shall maintain a record of the name and address 
of the person or firm who cleaned the premises and 
removed the debris; such record shall be made available 
to the inspectors of the Board of Public Works; and 
further, each entry in said record shall be kept at 
least one year.

SECTION 4. If, within the one hundred eighty (180) consecutive 
day period heretofore referred to, the property has been sold or 
leased for alternate business purposes and an affidavit t© this 
effect has been filed with the said Board of Public Works, then 
demolition shall be deferred, 

SECTION 5, If any part, parts, section, sections, provision, 
clause or portion of this ordinance shall be adjudged invalid or 
unconstitutional, such invalidity or unconstitutionality shall not 
affect the validity or constitutionality of this ordinance as a 
whole or of any other part, section, clause, provision, or portion 
of this ordinance.
